“Red Thursday” passed off quiet- : 


ly yesterday with an absence of de- 
monstrations, thanks to the vigil- 
ance of the Police who took every 
precaution to curb Coramunict ae 
tivities here. 


Late in the evening, however; a 
few of the “Reds” did get abroad, 
venturing into the Chinese quarters 
at the western end.of the city with 
a lot of literature and even cartoons 
of. amore or less Communistic 
nature. “Some advocated general 
boycotts, whilst others contained the 
usual “Red” slogans. 
~ But the Police were prepared for 
these would-be disturbers of the 
peace, plain-clothes men having been 
posted at all points at which they 
were likely to turn up, throughout 
the day. . 

Derision of Crowd 


That these Communists have now 
practically no sympathy from the 
Chinese public generally, was shown 
by the derision of a crowd which 
witnessed the arrest of four of 
these disciples of strife in. the 
vicinity of ‘Sincere’s. late last even- 
ing. They enjoyed io the fall what 
little fun they could get out. of the 
‘chase of the “Reds,” which was, 
however, a very tame affair because 
the Communists were not as fiery 
as their chosen colour. 


In fact, they showed a very pro- 
nounced streak of yellow, a great 
eagerness to save their own skins. 
and promptly “reached high up for 
the skies” with both hands when 

they saw the Policemen’s guns, 
which were drawn ,with ‘the object 
of scaring their quarry into submis- 
sion. That there had never been 
any intention to shoot was demon- 
strated by the fact that in a few of 
the “Reds” a tint of pink so pre- 
dominated over the yellow that they 
decided to “chance a shot” by mak- 
ing a bolt for freedom, which they 
did ‘successfully. “ 


That discretion as the best part 
‘of valour was uppermost in all of 
them was shown by, the entire 
abaence of any attempt on their 
part to resist or defy the 
guardians of the law. They juat 
scurried like a lot of rabbits, and 
those who could not run fast enough 
surrendered without fuss. 


A Band of Ten 


There was ‘a band of ten Com- 
munists busy in the vicinity of Sin- 
cere’s last evening, They went about 
each with a big. armful of literature 

_ Which they distributed. in a half- 
hearted and far from effective man- 
ner- by throwing big batches at a 
time into doorways and on the pave- 
ment amongst ‘the sleeping coolies. 
Those of the latter who were still 
awake ware too lazy. even. to reach 
out for the Jeaflets!: “A few urchins

A _rever- 
beratory furnace and an open’ hearth 
furnace will be installed in the steel 
foundry. so: : 

_ The new buildings will-measure 850 
feet by 225, and will include “the ex- 
tension of an adjacent iron foundry, 
where the larger castings will be 
made and handled by overhead cranes, 
The company’s enterprise will give 
employment to 1,500 men, in addition 
to 2,000 working at present, 

It will become posssible to manu- 
facture 2,000 ton§ of east, steel manth- 
ly and 2,000 extra tons of cast iron. 
The present cast iron output is 150 
sons daily, consisting mainly of sleep- 
ers.and wheels, FB: 

Government Help 

Mr, Agarwalla welcoming Sir Bhu- 
pendranath Mitra, remarked that 
the raw materials of the iron and steel 
industry were 4practically inexhaus- 
tible in India. The possibilities of iron 
and steel consumption in India were 
far greater than in any other country.

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ELECTRIC INDUSTRY 
DEMAND AND PRICES LOWER 
IN JAPAN 


Japanese electric business circles 
are faced by one of the worst depres- 
sions. they have ever seen, says 
“Trans-Pacific.” The sharp drop of 
electric power usage resulting from 
the economic slump, the difficulty of 
disposing of surplus power common 
to all leading power companies, the 
universal tendency for. the reduction 
of electric chargés, the decline of 
stock prices and slow refunding of 
advances, ‘are all adverse factors. 

Under prevailing circumstances, 
business results of these companies 
are not expected to make any favour- 
able developments for the time being: 
The long-pending- question: of -effect- 
ing either powen contro] or bringing 
about an extensive merger among the 
five largest power companies is not 
likely to be realised in the near 
future. 

Power Contre] 

The power control question is 
championed by Baron Seinosuke Goh, 
chairman of the board of directors 
in the ‘Tokyo Electrie Light Com- 
pany, but it is doubtful if it will be 
eonsummated. While Baron'Goh and 
other financial leaders are making 
efforts to realise the plan, continued 
severe competition is being, waged 
between the Nippon Power and 
Ujigawa Power companies ‘in the 
Kwansai. In the Kwanto district a 
vigorous movement is being. made by 
the Daido Power and Nippon Power 
to eome in for shares in the. field 

itherto monopolised by the Tokyo 
Light. 

Nagoya continues to be. the centre 
of competition. between the Toho 
Power and Tokyo Light. Opinions 
are conflicting even among electric 
leaders’ who are directly interested 
in the question ‘on the power control. 
Some advocate the merger of the 
Daido Power and Nippon Power to 
draw 4 clear line of distinction . be- 
tween the power wholesale and re- 
tail business while there are others 
who insist upon the merger of cither 
the Tokyo Light and Daido. Power or 
Toho Power. and Daido Power .to 
combine the retailers and whole- 
salers. 

Mr. Ichizo Kobayashi, vice-presi- 
dent of Tokyo Light; Mr. Sakura 
Okamoto, managing-direetor of the 
Toho Power, and Mr. Mitsuo Ohta, 
director of the Daido Power, are 
keenly engaged in the realisation - of 
the merger. of these companies. 
Under present’ Gonditions, — the 
merger of the Tokyo Light and Daido 
Power is believed to be most hope- 
ful, it is reported, - 7 

Shinanogawa Work to. Start 

The Tokyo Power Generation Com- 
-pany, the institution established as 
the result of the merger of the 
Shinetsu Power, Tohoku Power and 
Kwanto HydrosPower, which has a 
franchise to éxploit’ the water power 
of the Shimanogawa, has decided to 
start workin earnest in September 
this year as the result of consulta- 
tion with the Tokyo Eleeirie Light 
Company. aon é 

With the completion of a 43 mile 
extension along the river between 
Toyama and Tokaichii of the Tiyama 
Railway, work-will be started early 
in September. It ig expected to be 
finished in five years. Work involves 
‘the generation of. the maximum 
power of 166,300 k.w. and ordinary 
Power of 130,000 k.w. 

_ Powers will be supplied exclusive- 
ly to Tokyo Light. The total con- 
struction cost. is estimated . at 
¥787,000. “The company has now 
Y9,000,000 of cash and, moreover, ‘it 
can raise Y23,000,000 by calling in 
unpaid: shares. The company has 
already entered into contract with 
Dillon, Read and Company for the 
loan of about 60. per cent, of the 
total cost of work. . The. contract 
was signed between. Mr. Yamaki, 
managing-director of that institution, 
and the American, company during. the 
former’s visit to America last year.

The schools’ ‘of Hong Kong are-at 
rest but there is no rest for a large 
number’ of their scholars; and, by 
an irony of fate, the full benefit of 
the summer holidays is‘denied to 
those who most need it, the pupils 
of the upper classes. In other 
countries the public examinations 
take Place before the summer holi- 
days, in. Hong Kong just about 
three months after them, -s0 that 
the average candidate has to decide 
between continuation of studies with 
probable success, on the ope hand; 
and two months of forgetfulness 
with possible _ failure,- on . the, 
other. We have heard that there 
is a movement on foot to change 
the date of the examinations, so 
that the boys and girls, to say noth- 
ing of the parents, may be spared 
the painful dilemma. So far the 
movement is a happy. one: it is im- 
portant . that: the’ holidaye be 
seasons of real relaxation’ to un-

One Vast Problem: 


It would, however, be a mistake 
to faney that the settling of an 
examination date solves the only 
educational problem which - con- 
cerns the schools of Hong-Kong. 
The fact is. that the school system! 
of Hong Kong is one vast problem, 
bristling with difficulties which 
have not been adequately consider- 
ed and which are extremely 
difficult of solution. This need 
not ‘surprise us. If we, are at, 
all interésted in education, we must | 
be aware that the old world, with, 
centuries of educational efforts and 
traditions to enlighten it, has tried 
system after system, which the in- 
tellectual predominance of some 
philosopher imposed during his life 
time but which proved to be will- 
o'-the-wisps leading. teachers and 


| taught into the morass of foggy un- 
eertainties, In January last there! 


was a meeting of headmasters and 
headmistréesses of the secondary 
schools of Gloucestershire, at which 
they agreed that “the first school 
examination is having a very un- 
fortunate influence upon the attain- 
ments, character and opportunities 
of at least half of the pupils in 
these schools.” This surely is a 
very strong indictment, and, though 
other. masters and’ mistresses. did 
not agree with it, it points to some 
serious deficiency when” a repre- 
sentative body of teachers © could 
make it.

Light or Darkness? 
Hong Kong is in need of such 
an Association.. When the Com- 


-{mission. begins its work here, it will 


be sadly handicapped if the Schools 
themselves have no definite sugges- 
tions to offer excépt the desirability’ 
of simplifying éxaminations and in- 
greasing capitation grants. - But an 
Association, in which the Schools 
would develop a sense of corporate 
responsibility to the community, is|' 
only a beginning. The Association 
should be in active touch and sym- 
pathy with the other two bodies, 
the Board of Education and the 
‘University. As itis, apart from 
‘the four Government Inspectors on 
' the Board, the only link between 
the Schools and the other members 
is an occasional visit which.a mem- 
ber may make to the School, and 
the privilege~conferred upon him 
of distributing prizes, when he is 
expected. to congratulate . the 
School andthe scholars for being 
all that .a School. and scholars 
should be. As to the University, it 
may enjoy some personal qualities 
for thé matriculation student who 
hopes to become a graduate, for 
the others it is a kind of examina- 
tion printing press to bé blessed 
or anathematized atcording to the 
papers it turns. out. Even to many 
schoolmasters is it much more? 

Can Hong Kong make a begin- 
ning in this important matter? We 
know that there are thoughtful 
teachers in the schools who are 
fully alive tothe nobility of the 
work ‘and the ‘difficulties which 
beset it. Weknow that, like so 
many of the teachers in other coun- 
tries, they realise the dangers of a 
school curriculum which is guided. 
by and judged by the results of 
examination but, as Hong Kong has 
multiplied its schools. only in com- 
paratively recent years, they have 
had no means to voice their doubts 
or to offer their solutions. 
on the spot cannot help the Com- 
mission in its labours, they may 
well find that éven the. certainties 
of to-day may become the vexed 
questions of to-morrow.—“The 
Rock.”

“Poseidon” at the Naval Construc- 
tion Works) of Messrs..

With 
“Poseidon” there are now 
four’ submarines in various stages 
completing at the fitting-out dock. 
The facility with which this famous 
submarine-building firm can turn out 
these: vessels is now well known, but 
it may not be equally recognised f.

designers, workmen and . equipment 
started in the very earliest days of 
submarines and maintained with in- 
creasing efficiency since then, © often 
in very difficult times when submarine

At ‘the subsequent luncheon, Com- 
mander Craven presided and said 
“You have just seen the launch of 
the 154th submarine built in these 
works, Admiral Haggard occupies 
one of the greatest positions in the 
service, and those of us who served 
in submarines are: proud to think 
that part. of his very distinguished 
career was spent in what we con- 
sider one of the most efficient branches 
of the Service. _ 

This submiarine is. the first -vessel 
in the British Navy. to bear the name 
of “Poseidon.’

DANISH SHIPPING 


PROPOSED REDUCTION IN 
PORT CHARGES 


IMPROVING PREIGHT RATES 
ae Pine 


“The dispréportionately high — port 
charges in Danish provincial porta 
have for a long time been the subject 
of serious complaints. Some time ago 
the Ministry of Transport appointed a 
committee for the purpose of making 
a report on the charges te be levied 
for the period of 1930-96, and this 


"| committee’ has now submitted its re- 


port to the Ministry. In the opinion 
of the majority of the committee, the 


taxés' should be reduced, and.the Minis-/. 


try has approved of-the recommenda- 
ftion. The reduction is to apply to 
ships discharging part cargoes, and 
also for liners. Further, a reduction 
of the harbour and bridge taxes is re- 

mmended as far as this is compatible 
with the economy-of the respective 
ports. It may now be hoped that the 
long-wished-for reduction will be effect- 
ed in the near future. ‘ 

The healthy tone of the Baltic freight 
market continues te prevail; and the 
owners in Britain are. conse- 
quently in:an optimistic frame of 
mind. There is now very-little tonnage 
available for June and July, and, as 
owners are holding back for August, 
the rates are bound to further im- 
prove. A healthy feature is also the 
abundance of wood to.be shipped. Coal 
freights, especially from Danzig, are 
also on the upward grade, and help to 
strengthen the market, 

: Improved Outlook 3 

The last few months of 1928 made 
up for what would otherwise have 
been another bad year for Danish ship- 
ping, writes Mr. H. H. Casselis, Com- 
mexcial Secretary to the British Lega: 
tion at Copenhagen, in his anual re- 
view of economic conditions in Den- 
mark, 

Freight rates, already very: low, fell 
to such an extent during the coni- 
meneement of 1928 that owners were 
compelled to lay up a considerable |

At this point rates showed an upward 
tendency. and,.with the, opening of the 
saltic timber season vessels again be- 
gan to findemployment. 
index (100 for 1925), which had stood 
at 101 in January and 95 in March, 
rose gradually te 115 by the end of tha 
year. There has consequently been a 
noticeable advance in the price of prac- 
tically all shipping shares which now 
reflect_a better tone than has been 
the case for sevezal years: The im- 
provement is no doubt due in the first 
Place te the. livelier interchange of 
goods between -various parts of, the 
world, the demand for tonnage to Move 
the big Australian and American crops 
having reacted favourably on Danish 
Vessels: Another factor jis that 
Danish owners have been unhampered 
during the past 
year, Seamen’s agreements having been 
renewed until May, 1939, Owners con- 
Sequently reaped benefit from strikes 
in foreign harbours;-e.g., the protract- 
ed Finnish strike, which gave additional 
opportunities for smal Danish vessels, 
‘ank vessels appear to be the only 
elass of tonnage which is at present 
not sharing in the general recovery. 
- Increased Tonnage 

The reduction in the total tonnage of 
the Danish mercantile fleet - during 
1927 was followed by an increase last 
year. The number of vessels shows a 
continued. fall. owing to the tendency 
to build Jarger vessels. The total gross 
Tegistered tonnage rose from 1,062,000 
in January to 1,076,000 in December, 
1928, ‘allowing for tonnage. sold or 
broken up. during the year. The in- 
crease was composed wholly. of motor 
vessels, the number of which advanced 
from 1,052 to 1,097 and the g-r.t. from 
286,000 to 332,000.: ‘The number of 
steam vessels fell from 566 to 550 and 
the g.r.t. -from- 731,750 to 106,340;

Night on the River 

After dinner that evening I took 
a «valk round the concession - at 
Shameen... Life on the river at 
Canton * by night shows one, at a 
glance, the inequalities between rich 
and poor which have ereated the 
social problem. in other countries— 
and is beginning to create . it in 
China. As in the daytime, the 
junkg lined the ‘banks, but they 
were almost in. pitch darkness—just 
a solitary oil lamp: sent a. faint 
flicker of light. that revealed here a- 
coolie ‘lying asleep on the bare 
boards of the. junk, there a-party 
gambling, in another. a group of 
children playing. . Those, who have 
wotked so hard by day, have little 


from even the first class portion of 
the ship, cach gate with its armed 
Indian guards—might have -inter- 
ested me a few months ago.. But I 
nud already geen it on so many other 
ships that it hardly aroused my at- 
tention. I kept a sharp look-out 
for a “tread-mill” boat, as I had 
heard much about theni. It was 
only as we approached Canton that 
my curiosity was satisfied. <A 
large craft came down the river. 
Under a covering at the stern were 
about six rows of men; five in each 
row. They were stripped . to the 
waist, as all covlies are in this, hot 
weather. They each gripped strong 
yeams which ran_aeross the full 
width of the boat just about the 
height of their chests.. Their feet 
rested on pedals whieh seemed to 
move somewhat’ as ‘the pedals of a 
bicycle. This up and down motion 
of their feet drove a larga wheel 
under the stern of the boat which, 
in consequence, moved with a fair 
speed down the river. . How long 
would each man have to remain at 
his post on this tread-mill ? | It 


appeared as though his task would | } 


not be ended until the boat reached 
its destination, as there did not 
seem to be any others on board to 
take the places of those who were 
actually on the pedals at the time— 
and the heat seemed. almost un- 
béarable, even for one who was 
merely sitting idly on the deck of 
the steamer..

A Symbol and a Parable 
These new streets seemed to me to 
be at once a symbol and a parable. 
I remember years ago reading a 
novel with- the title “The . Sleeper 


‘Awakes,” and the title of the book 
}eame- “back to my mind as I saw 


this restless spirit in Canton (and 
in other parts of China later on). 
Theve-new streets are. symbolical of 
§t all; China has awakened, she is 
determined to jump the period of 
her slumbers and with one mighty 
effort to come level with the most 
modern of modern nations. She is 
ready to break her way through 
age-long. traditions. 
goal mirrored _ in the life of other 
countries and she is cutting her way 
straight for it. Will she get there? 
I saw a wide street in another Chi- 
nese town, that had been made just 
a year before I got there. It waa 
in every respect like the streets. that 
they are making in Europe to-day; 
all the most up-to-date materials 
and‘ methods were used in its con- 
struction... But when I saw it, it 
had already begun to go te pieces. 
Why? The foundations had been 
badly laid and had sunk under heavy 
traffic. In this street I fonnd the 
matter for my parable. China is 
bent on imitating European and 
American methods. 
all. the same materials and methods, 
but she will fail-if she neglects to 
study the foundations © on. which 
these nations have deen built—and 
the : foundation of. civil polity in

THE COMING CONFERENCE 


Paris, Yesterday. 

M. Briand, M. Cheron and Mf. 
Loucheur, rhember of the Cabinet, 
and the Governér-of the Bank of 
France, M. Moreau. are to be the 
principal French delegates at The 
Hague conference. 

As the evacuation of the Rhine 
land will ‘be: the piece de resist- 
ance, General. Guillaumat, comman- 
der-in-Chief of the French Army on 
the Rhine and M. Tirard High Com- 
missioner in the Rhineland, are also 
going.—Reuter.
